those who helped prevent an alleinpi on the 
lives of the heads o( Male atleudlng Iho Teheran 
Cuufercnce during World War II. Igor, who li 
37, Is an actor wllh the Mayakovsky Theatre 
Company, one of the most popular theatres In 
Moscow. 

They say that an actor's rawer starts when 
ha meets a director who can bring oul his latent 
abilities, iu Kostolevsky's case, Ihji role was per- 


formed by the well-known Him director Vladimir 
Molyl who Invlled him to ad In bis Him about 
the Decembrtsl uprising In Russia In IB25. The 
Him which IS called "Thu Slar of Enchanting Hap- 
piness", after a well-known Hue o! Pushkin’s 
poetry, resurrects great figures Irom Russian his- 
tory, and earned for llself well-deserved acclaim 
from cinema-goers. Many people doubted the ill lec- 
tor’s wisdom In potting his Irusl In a UlUe-known 
graduate from the Slale Inslllute for Theatrical 
Art (GSTIS), whom he had asked to play Ibe part 
of Ivan Annenkov, a young Decembrist and of- 
ficer of the household guard, Igor dispelled all 
such misgivings. Although there were many 
aplendld acluis, such as fuuokeiily Smoklunov- 
aky and Alexei Batalov playing in the fllin, 
Igor's Drill cinema appeaiance made an impact. 
His Annenkov captlvaled even the strictest and 
moil prejudiced of critics, it Is the young ac- 
tor’s spiritual force and his ability lo convluca 
that attract people towards him. lie Is also dis- 
tinguished for Ills humanity, a quality larking la 
■o many others. 

11 Is so happened that It was the . cinema 
rather Ilian the theatre that gave Kostolevsky 
the opportunity ol expressing his Individuality. It 
rouid even be said that the screen was walling 
for him, lor the Soviet cinema was crying out 
for a romantlr. It was at this point that Kosto- 
levsky appeared on the screen bringing wllh biro 
genuine hopes and doubts, and a captivating 
sincerity. 

Of late, Igor has also been given many In- 
teresting and diverse roles In Ibe theatre. Ona 
ol these Is Treplcv In Chekhov's “The Sea Gull". 
The actor explains the Inner conflict taking place 
Inside his hero as consisting ol a contradiction 
between (he lolly Ideals of Treplev’s past and 
the humdrum reality of what he has achieved. 
This Is Ilie price he pays lor an unprincipled 
deal with himself. There are many facets lo 
Kostolevsky's character: Inlellcdual charm, and 
cmutlanallly, shyness and conlidcnce, romantic 
aspiration and Irony. This combination of ro- 
manticism and Irony Is perhaps his basic char- 
acteristic as an actor. Igor Kostolevsky Is. In 
the full sense ol Ihe word, a man ol his time: 
ha feels the pulse and rhythm of the age.
